BRIAN  STOKES 
MITCHELL 


Dubbed  “The  Last  Leading  Man”  by  The  New  York 
Times,  Brian  Stokes  Mitchell  is  the  quintessential  musical 
theater  performer,  yet  his  work  on  the  big  and  small 
screens  as  well  as  in  concert  halls  around  the  country  has 
been  equally  acclaimed.  In  fact,  in  the  past  few  years  his 
performances  as  a  solo  vocalist  have  been  praised  by 
critics  nationwide  with  sold-out  evenings  at  the 
Hollywood  Bowl,  Disney  Hall,  Jazz  at  Lincoln  Center, 
Tanglewood,  Ravinia,  and  Symphony  Hall.  His  musical 
versatility  and  thrilling  voice  have  kept  him  in  demand  by 
some  of  the  country’s  finest  conductors  and  orchestras, 
performing  Broadway  tunes,  jazz  standards,  and 
contemporary  pieces  under  the  batons  of  Leonard  Slatkin, 
Marvin  Hamlisch,  John  Williams,  and  Paul  Gemignani. 
Most  recently,  Stokes  took  to  the  famed  stage  at  Carnegie 
Hall  for  his  solo  debut,  a  sold-out  evening  with  a  42-piece 
orchestra  conducted  by  Paul  Gemignani.  Joining  him  for  a 
few  selections  were  some  of  his  past  leading  ladies 
including  Reba  McEntire,  Heather  Headley,  and  Phylicia 
Rashad.  At  Carnegie  Hall  in  the  summer  of  2005  he  was 
Emile  de  Becque  in  a  star-studded  concert  version  of 
Rodgers  and  Hammerstein’s  South  Pacific  (co-starring  Ms. 
McEntire  as  Nellie  Forbush),  which  was  aired  on  PBS’s 
“Great  Performances”  (also  under  the  baton  of 
Gemignani).  Stokes,  McEntire,  and  Gemignani  brought  the 
critically  acclaimed  concert  to  the  Hollywood  Bowl  in 
2007.  Equally  at  home  in  more  intimate  venues,  Stokes 
made  his  cabaret  debut  as  both  singer  and  musical 
arranger  in  2005  in  Manhattan  at  Feinstein’s  at  the 
Regency  in  the  critically  hailed  Love/Life,  which 
subsequently  transferred  to  Broadway’s  Vivian  Beaumont 
Theater  at  Lincoln  Center.  The  latter  performance  earned 
him  a  2006  Nightlife  Award.  It  may  be  on  the  Broadway 
stage,  however,  where  Brian  Stokes  Mitchell  has  received 
the  most  adulation,  including  Broadway’s  highest  honor, 


the  Tony  Award.  He  was  most  recently  on  Broadway  in 
the  revival  of  Man  of  La  Mancha,  portraying  the  dual 
roles  of  Cervantes  and  Don  Quixote  and  earning  a  Tony 
nomination  and  a  Helen  Hayes  Award  for  his  work.  It  was 
the  revival  of  Cole  Porter’s  Kiss  Me,  Kate — in  the  roles  of 
Fred  Graham  and  Petruchio — that  earned  him  Tony, 

Drama  Desk,  and  Outer  Critics  Circle  awards.  The  actor 
was  also  Tony-nominated  for  his  performance  as 
Coalhouse  Walker,  Jr.,  in  the  epic  musical  Ragtime  and  for 
his  dramatic  turn  as  the  title  character  in  August  Wilson’s 
King  Hedley  II.  His  other  Broadway  outings  include  Kiss 
of  the  Spider  Woman,  Jelly’s  Last  Jam  (in  which  he 
replaced  Gregory  Hines),  David  Merrick’s  Oh,  Kay!,  and 
Mail,  which  earned  the  actor  a  Theatre  World  Award  for 
Outstanding  Broadway  Debut.  In  1998  he  joined  the  likes 
of  Helen  Hayes,  Sir  John  Gielgud,  Alec  Guinness,  and 
James  Earl  Jones  when  he  became  the  sole  recipient  of  the 
Drama  League’s  Distinguished  Performance  Award,  the 
nation’s  oldest  theatrical  honor,  for  his  commanding  turn 
in  Ragtime.  His  recent  self-titled  CD  as  the  inaugural  artist 
on  the  newly-formed  Playbill  Records  label  has  earned 
rave  reviews  from  fans  and  critics  alike.  For  more 
information  please  visit  www.Brianstokes.com.

CHERTOCK 


Pianist  Michael  Chertock  has  fashioned  a  successful  career 
as  an  orchestral  soloist,  collaborating  with  conductors 
such  as  Janies  Conlon,  Jaime  Laredo,  Keith  Lockhart, 

Erich  Kunzel,  and  Andrew  Litton  and  with  such  orchestras 
as  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra,  Montreal  Symphony, 
Toronto  Symphony,  Baltimore  Symphony,  Naples 
Philharmonic,  Detroit  Symphony,  Chattanooga  Symphony, 
Utah  Symphony,  Oregon  Symphony,  Indianapolis 
Symphony,  and  Dayton  Philharmonic.  He  has  toured  Asia 
with  both  the  Boston  Pops  and  the  Cincinnati  Pops.  His 
1999  Carnegie  Hall  debut  was  with  the  Cincinnati  Pops 
Orchestra  in  Duke  Ellington’s  New  World  A’Comin’.  In 
June  2005  he  was  soloist  with  the  Boston  Pops  under 
Keith  Lockhart  in  the  world  premiere  of  Tod  Machover’s 
Jeux  Deux  for  HyperPiano  and  Orchestra,  commissioned 
by  the  Boston  Pops  for  Mr.  Chertock.  In  2007  he  recorded 
the  work  in  Denmark.  Previously  he  traveled  to  Sofia, 
Bulgaria,  to  record  a  new  work  written  for  him  by  Roger 
Davis  of  Miami  University,  Ohio.  Michael  Chertock’s 
2003  performance  on  the  Cincinnati  Symphony’s  recording 
of  Petrouchka  earned  rave  reviews  in  Gramophone  and 
American  Record  Guide.  He  first  performed  publicly  at 
the  age  of  eleven,  and  at  fourteen  performed  on  live 


television  in  Guam.  At  seventeen,  he  performed 
Rachmaninoff’s  Piano  Concerto  No.  3  with  Andrew 
Litton.  His  numerous  awards  include  top  prize  in  the 
Joanna  Hodges  International  Piano  Competition  (Brahms 
Division)  and  grand  prize  in  the  St.  Charles  International 
Piano  Competition.  In  1994  he  released  Cinematic  Piano 
(Telarc),  a  collection  of  his  original  arrangements  of  music 
from  movies,  which  has  sold  more  than  30,000  units 
worldwide.  He  has  since  released  Palace  of  the  Winds, 
Christmas  at  the  Movies,  and  Love  At  the  Movies,  all  on 
Telarc.  Mr.  Chertock  is  conductor  of  the  Blue  Ash- 
Montgomery  Symphony  (in  suburban  Cincinnati,  Ohio), 
principal  keyboardist  of  the  Cincinnati  Symphony 
Orchestra,  and  artistic  director  of  Linton  Music’s  Peanut 
Butter  and  Jam  Sessions,  an  interactive  music  series  for 
children.  In  June  2004  he  was  appointed  assistant 
professor  of  piano  at  the  University  of  Cincinnati,  College- 
Conservatory  of  Music,  where  he  received  his  master’s 
degree  as  a  student  of  Frank  Weinstock.  Recent  and 
upcoming  engagements  include  performances  with  the 
Boston  Pops,  the  Chattanooga  Symphony,  and  the 
Columbus  (Ohio)  Symphony. 


TANGLEWOOD 
FESTIVAL  CHORUS 

JOHN  OLIVER,  CONDUCTOR 

Organized  in  the  spring  of  1970,  when  founding 
conductor  John  Oliver  became  director  of  vocal  and 
choral  activities  at  the  Tanglewood  Music  Center,  the 
Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus  celebrated  its  thirty-fifth 
anniversary  in  2005.  Made  up  of  members  who  donate 
their  services,  and  originally  formed  for  performances 
at  the  BSO’s  summer  home,  the  Tanglewood  Festival 
Chorus  is  now  the  official  chorus  of  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra  and  Boston  Pops,  performing  in  Boston,  New 
York,  and  at  Tanglewood.  The  chorus  has  also  performed 
with  the  BSO  in  Europe  under  Bernard  Haitink  and  in  the 
Far  East  under  Seiji  Ozawa.  It  can  be  heard  on  Boston 
Symphony  recordings  under  Ozawa  and  Haitink,  and  on 
recordings  with  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  under  Keith 


Lockhart  and  John  Williams,  as  well  as  on  the  soundtracks 
to  Clint  Eastwood’s  Mystic  River,  Steven  Spielberg’s  Saving 
Private  Ryan,  and  John  Sayles’s  Silver  City.  In  February 
1998,  singing  from  the  General  Assembly  Hall  of  the 
United  Nations,  the  chorus  represented  the  United  States 
in  the  Opening  Ceremonies  of  the  1998  Winter  Olympics 
when  Seiji  Ozawa  led  six  choruses  on  five  continents,  all 
linked  by  satellite,  in  Beethoven’s  Ode  to  Joy.  The 
Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus  gives  its  own  Friday-evening 
Prelude  Concert  each  summer  in  Seiji  Ozawa  Hall  and 
performed  its  Jordan  Hall  debut  program  at  the  New 
England  Conservatory  of  Music  in  May  2004. 


ABOUT  * 
THE  POPS  * 


On  Saturday,  July  11,  1885,  a  large  and  fashionable 
crowd  showed  up  at  the  Boston  Music  Hall  for  the  first- 
ever  Promenade  Concert.  The  Boston  Symphony  had 
promised  them  that  the  “programme  for  these  concerts 
will  be  made  up  largely  of  light  music  of  the  best  class.” 

It  was  the  start  of  one  of  America’s  most-loved  musical 
institutions,  the  Boston  Pops. 

Henry  Lee  Higginson,  the  founder  of  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra,  had  proposed  this  new  series  in 
the  hope  of  re-creating  the  ambience  of  summer  evenings 
in  the  concert  gardens  in  Vienna,  while  also  providing 
summer  employment  for  the  members  of  the  Boston 
Symphony,  who  at  that  point  had  to  search  for  other 
work  six  months  out  of  the  year.  In  1900,  the  Promenade 
Concerts  officially  became  known  as  the  Pops  (shorthand 
for  “Popular  Concerts”).  Now  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra 
is  made  up  of  all  members  of  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra  except  for  twelve  of  the  BSO’s  principal  players, 
who  make  up  the  Boston  Symphony  Chamber  Players. 

During  the  fifty-year  tenure  of  conductor  Arthur  Fiedler, 
the  Boston  Pops  had  become  a  national  institution  in 
America,  a  musical  ambassador  abroad,  and  the  most- 
recorded  orchestra  in  the  world.  “The  Pops  began  as  a 
copy  of  a  German  institution,”  Boston  Globe  critic 
Richard  Dyer  wrote  in  1985,  “but  within  its  first  century 
it  has  become  one  of  the  things  that  define  our  American 
experience.” 


By  the  time  John  Williams  was  appointed  Conductor 
of  the  Pops  in  January  1980,  his  scores  for  Jaws,  Close 
Encounters  of  the  Third  Kind,  Star  Wars,  and  Superman 
had  made  him  the  best-known  composer  for  film  in  the 
world — a  success  he  would  substantiate  with  the 
music  for  Raiders  of  the  Lost  Ark,  E.T.,  Jurassic  Park, 
Schindler’s  List,  and  many  others.  At  the  time  of  his 
appointment,  he  didn’t  have  much  public  experience  as  a 
conductor,  but  he  brought  to  the  podium  the  background, 
talent,  and  celebrity  to  succeed  at  a  daunting  assignment. 
“He  has  preserved  the  best  of  Fiedler’s  heritage,”  Dyer 
wrote,  “while  leading  the  Pops  into  a  new  era.” 

In  February  1995,  Keith  Lockhart  succeeded  Williams, 
becoming  the  twentieth  Conductor  of  the  Pops  and  only 
the  third  conductor  since  Arthur  Fiedler.  He  was  35  years 
old — the  same  age  Arthur  Fiedler  had  been  at  the  time  of 
his  appointment. 

Under  Lockhart,  the  orchestra  received  its  first  Grammy 
nomination  when  The  Celtic  Album  was  nominated  for 
best  classical  crossover  recording  in  1999.  In  early  2001, 
The  Latin  Album  received  a  Latin  Grammy  nod  for  best 
pop  instrumental  album.  Keith  Lockhart  and  the  Boston 
Pops  have  released  three  self-produced  and  distributed 
recordings:  Sleigh  Ride,  America,  and  Oscar  &  Tony. 

In  May  2007,  Keith  Lockhart  reached  the  milestone  of 
his  1,000th  Boston  Pops  concert.

During  the  2007  season,  his  thirteenth  as  Boston  Pops 
Conductor,  Keith  Lockhart  surpassed  the  milestone  of  his 
1,000th  Boston  Pops  concert.  In  February  1995,  he  was 
named  20th  conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  since 
its  founding  in  1885.  During  his  tenure,  he  has  made  65 
television  shows,  including  38  new  programs  for  PBS’s 
Evening  at  Pops;  the  annual  July  Fourth  spectacular, 
produced  by  Boston’s  WBZ-TV  and  shown  nationally  on 
CBS  Television;  and  the  orchestra’s  annual  holiday  special, 
produced  and  aired  in  Boston  on  WBZ-TV  and  nationally 
on  PBS.  The  Boston  Pops’  2002  July  Fourth  broadcast  was 
Emmy-nominated,  and  the  Evening  at  Pops  telecast  of 
“Fiddlers  Three”  won  the  2002  ASCAP  Deems  Taylor 
Award.  Keith  Lockhart  was  an  October  2006  recipient  of 
the  Bob  Hope  Patriot  Award  from  the  Congressional 
Medal  of  Honor  Society.  He  has  led  the  Boston  Pops  on 
30  national  tours,  four  overseas  tours  of  Japan  and  Korea, 
and  in  performances  at  Carnegie  Hall  and  Radio  City 
Music  Hall.  Under  his  direction,  the  orchestra  has 
performed  to  enthusiastic  audiences  in  concert  halls  and 
sports  arenas  across  the  country.  In  September  2004,  they 
appeared  live  on  national  television  with  Sir  Elton  John 
during  the  NFL  Season  Kickoff  special.  In  February  2002, 
Mr.  Lockhart  led  the  Boston  Pops  in  the  pre-game  show  of 
Super  Bowl  XXXVI  at  the  Louisiana  Superdome  in  New 
Orleans.  Since  November  2004,  he  and  the  Boston  Pops 
have  released  three  self-produced  recordings:  Sleigh  Ride, 
America,  and  Oscar  &  Tony,  all  available  online  through 
bostonpops.org.  Keith  Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops 
Orchestra  recorded  eight  albums  with  RCA  Victor — 
Runnin'  Wild:  The  Boston  Pops  Play  Glenn  Miller, 
American  Visions,  the  Grammy-nominated  The  Celtic 
Album,  Holiday  Pops,  A  Splash  of  Pops,  Encore!,  the 
Latin  Grammy-nominated  The  Latin  Album,  and  My 
Favorite  Things:  A  Richard  Rodgers  Celebration. 


Born  in  Poughkeepsie,  N.Y.,  in  November  1959,  Keith 
Lockhart  began  his  musical  studies  with  piano  lessons  at 
the  age  of  seven.  He  holds  degrees  from  Furman  University 
in  Greenville,  S.C.,  and  Carnegie-Mellon  University  in 
Pittsburgh.  Mr.  Lockhart  came  to  the  Boston  Pops  from 
Cincinnati,  where  he  served  as  associate  conductor  of  both 
the  Cincinnati  Symphony  and  Cincinnati  Pops  orchestras. 
Music  Director  of  the  Utah  Symphony  since  1998,  Mr. 
Lockhart  led  that  orchestra  at  the  2002  Winter  Olympic 
Games  in  Salt  Lake  City.  He  will  conclude  his  tenure  there 
after  the  2008-09  season.  Named  artistic  advisor  of  the 
Brevard  Music  Center  in  June  2006,  Mr.  Lockhart  has 
recently  assumed  that  position  with  the  North  Carolina 
summer  educational  institute  and  festival.  As  a  guest  artist, 
Mr.  Lockhart  has  conducted  the  major  symphony 
orchestras  of  Baltimore,  Chicago,  Cincinnati,  Cleveland, 
Columbus,  Dallas,  Edmonton,  Houston,  Los  Angeles, 
Minnesota,  Montreal,  New  York,  Philadelphia,  Saint 
Louis,  San  Francisco,  Singapore,  Toronto,  and  Vancouver 
as  well  as  the  Royal  Scottish  National  Orchestra,  Los 
Angeles  Chamber  Orchestra,  St.  Paul  Chamber  Orchestra, 
New  York  Chamber  Symphony,  New  Japan  Philharmonic, 
Deutsches  Symphonie-Orchester  in  Berlin,  and 
Concertgebouw  Orchestra  of  Amsterdam.  He  led  his  first 
major  opera  production,  Douglas  Moore’s  The  Ballad  of 
Baby  Doe,  with  the  Washington  (D.C.)  Opera  and  in 
spring  2004  made  his  Boston  Lyric  Opera  debut  with 
Puccini’s  Tosca.  He  returned  to  BLO  in  November  2006 
for  Madama  Butterfly  and  will  return  again  in  2008  with 
Offenbach’s  Tales  of  Hoffmann.  As  music  director  of  the
